Reasons for Allowance 

3. The present invention is directed to a system and method for displaying content 
messages in a web browser displaying space. Each independent claim identifies the 
uniquely distinct features " identifying an area in the new active display window 
corresponding to the location of the message display window in the active display 
window" and "determining the intermediate message in the area if the active display 
window is unused, or identifying an alternative unused area within the new active 
display window if the area is not used ". The closest prior art, Markowitz et al. (U.S. 
6,31 1 ,1 85), Bates et al. (U.S. 5,390,295), and Aleksic (U.S. 6,084,591 ) disclose a 
method and apparatus for modifying and displaying information, either singularly or in 
combination, fail to anticipate or render the above underlined limitations obvious.
